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Part III DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 18-41 and newly added claims 42-44 are pending. 

The following new ground of rejection is necessitated by the 
amendment filed 2-15-01. 

2. Claims 18-21, 25-28, 29-31, 35-39, 42-44 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Base claims 18, 29 and 35 are drawn to a method of obtaining 
an antibody to an antigen, however a required step of immunizing 
the animal to the antigen is missing and is a required step to 
practice the invention, making the claims indefinite. 



3. Claims 22-24, 32-34 and 40-41 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 



4. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground (s) of 
rejection presented in this Office action. Accordingly, THIS
